This application is a 371 of PCT/JP04/12508. 

The preliminary amendment filed on March 7, 2006, amending claims 5 and 9-1 1 
and adding claims 12-18, has been entered. 
Claims 1-18 are pending.

Group IV, claim(s) 9-10 and 16-17, drawn to a glucose assay kit/glucose sensor 
comprising the modified PQQGDH of Group I. 

Group V, clalm(s) 1 1 and 18, drawn to a method of measuring glucose using the 
modified PQGGDH of Group I. 
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The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups l-V appears to be that they all relate to a 
modified PQQGDH. 

However, Sode et al. (US Patent NO. 6,103,509 - form PTO-892) discloses a 
modified PQQGDH. 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-V does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define 
a contribution over the prior art.

The special technical feature of Group V is a method of measuring glucose using a 
modified PQGGDH.
